Claim 

In order to clarify the relationship of the first and second receptacles and their association 
to the separate waterproof-coated member, and to positively recite the claimed structure, 
claim 1 is amended as follows: 

1 . A waterproof structure of a tent floor link which is assembled to [[the]] a 
comer [[portion]] of a tent set up with poles, comprising:
